THE CIVIC ELECTION. 

The re-cle.et.iou of Mayor TURNER by 
acclamation is creditable to the rate- 
payers. It is evidence that when thoy 
get hold of a good officer they know so 
well how to appreciate him that they 
are not anxious to part with him. The 
Mayor's speech was as judicious and 
discreet as could have been expected. 
He is not an orator; but his words 
impress hearers with his sincerity and 
single-niindedness. Over the Coun- 
cillors the bulk of the speeches were 
fairly good; one or two caused some ex- 
citement, and others were as dreary as 
the weather and as long as the moral 
law. Our object in referring to the 
election is not to criticize the speeches, 
but to congratulate the public on the 
marked interest now manifested in 
municipal matters as contrasted with 
the indifference that used to charac- 
terize such affairs. In former days it 
required much coaxing to induco a 
citizen to allow his name to be used in 
connection with a Civic office, and fre- 
quently he had to be dragged into the 
arena like a lamb led to tho slaughter. 
All that is changed now. There is 
never any lack of candidates, and the 
hot fire to which each is subjected as he 
comes forward is evidence that tho 
ratepayers of the present day are both 
wideawake and vigilant. We have no 
advice to offer voters to-day. There 
are sufficient good men in the field to 
enable the ratepayers to pick tho best, 
which we hope they will do. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
London, January 5. — The famine in 
the provinco of Seistan is very severe. 
The peoplo are selling their children 
for food. 

A letter from St. Petersburg says : 
It is presumed that the Russian gold 
found in Cabul belonged to Abdul 
Itahman the Afghan pretender The 
Pretender is expected to endeavor to 
get a fast hold in the country border- 
ingon. the Balkans. Porfectpoace reigns 
in the Khyber Pass. 

EUROPE. 

Paris, January 'S. — Drift ice in the 
Seine has caused much damage and 
alarm. Tho river is full of wreckage. 
Several bridges have been rendered 
unsafe, and travel over them has been 
stopped. The stone bridges are crowd- 
ed, and the crowds are increasing 
hourly. There are exciting scenes at 
the quays, where thousands of people 
watch tho rushing current and plung- 
ing ice, The water is six metres deep 
at the Pont de la Concorde and is still 
rising, the current running 7 miles 
per hour. The devastation promises 
to be greater than during the great 
flood of 1871. 

Sir John Holker, the English At- 
torney-General, is blamed for granting 
a writ of orror in the Tichborne case. 
The hearing is set for an early day. 

Paris, January 5, — The stone 
bridge of the Invalides has been de- 
stroyed by flooding, wreckage and ice. 
Considerable damage has been done 
in the provinces around Nancy. Four 
hundred and fifty villagers were driven 
from their homes. Enormous quan- 
tities of swimming booths and a number 
of barges have been crushed to atoms. 

Vienna, January 5. — Apprehensions 
of an inundation here are diminishing, 
Eleven persons have been drowned at 
Lohau by the overflowing of the river 
Danube. 

Rev. Charles H". Spurgeon writes 
from Mentone that the nation should 
listen to Mr. Gladstone as a call to 
make righteousness and peace their 
guide, instead of blustering. He de- 
clares that England is wantonly tramp- 
ling Afghanistan under foot, and warns 
Englishmen that under such tutors as 
the Times they are brewing a nation 
of demons. 

Ono of the wealthiest noblemen of 
Belgium, the Comte de Grimbergen, 
has just died at Brussels. Before 
dying he had to invoke the interven- 
tion of the public authorities to be 
diseinbarrased of relatives who wanted 
to compel him to die with the rites of 
the Roman Catholic religion. The 
fortune left by film is estimated at 
about 20,000,000 francs. Among his 
logacies is one of 500,000 francs for 
tho construction of a sea side residenco 
for tho children of the public schools. 

Dublin, Jan. 3. — An influential 
deputation, headed by tho Marquis of 
Hamilton, waited upon the Right 
Hon. James Lowther, Under Secretary 
for Ireland, to ask his aid in procuring 
a loan of £35,000 for the construction 
of a railway from Donegal to Cald- 
well, as a relief work. Lowther 
promised to lay the matter before the 
Treasury. 

London, Jan. 3. — Galignani's Mes- 
senger states that Richard Wagner, the 
composer, is dying. 

Lyons, Jan. 3. — Francais Ilovey, a 
much estei.med young lady, to-day shot 
her fathor dead in his store, and then 
killed herself. 

London, Jan. 5.— The North Ger- 
man Lloyd's t-teamer Hansa, from New 
York December 19th, for Bremen, 
has gone ashore on Terschelling, an 
island in the North sea. She made so 
much water that tho crew wero obliged 
to leave her, and were landed by tugs. 

London, Jan. 4.— Lord Beaconsfield 
arrived here this mosning to attend a 
Cabinet Council in tho afternoon, 
which, it is understood, was called to 
consider the Turkish and Afghan ques- 
tions. 

The relief arising from General Rob- 
erts' unexpected victory leaves the 
political complications untouched. 
Every Government speaker denies that 
annexation is intended, but nobody 
offers a solution of the problem how 
British prestige can be maintained 



without permanent military control 
over Afghanistan, involving a power- 
ful army and vast expense, wholly- 
chargeable on the British treasury. 

The Anglo-Turkish difficulty has 
been balf-stifled, half-compromised in 
tho usual fashion. It is reported that 
Sir Austin Layard, British Ambassa- 
dor at Constantinople, has been rebuked 
by Lord Salisbury for presenting an 
ultimatum on a more missionary ques- 
tion, involving no British subject nor 
interest. 

Most of the London , papers publish 
special dispatches respecting Parnell's 
arrival in New York, describing tho 
onthusiaam oh extremely moderate. 

Editorial satisfaction is expressed at 
the American good sense. 

CANADA. 

Montreal, Jan. 3. — A new journal, 
L' Emancipation Colon! ils, is about to 
bo established here, in the French lan- 
guage, ostensibly in furtherance of Ca- 
nadian independence, but in reality to 
promote annexation. 

Ooderich, Ont., Jan. 5.- - Heavy 
rains \\\o past few days have caused 
the Maitland River to overflow, de- 
stroying a vast amount of mills and 
other proporty. 

Toronto, Jan. 5. — Tho citizens have 
voted, 4,279 to 232, against a grant of 
$10,000 for Irish relief. 

BODIE. 

Early on the morning of the JdTho.s. 
Dillon and Thomas Travis met in a 
mortal fight in Bodie. Tho men had 
recently quarreled in an opium den, 
and on coming together Dillon remark- 
ed: 'Are you as good a man as you 
were the other night? 1 Travis replied, 
"Yes;" when Dillon drew an eight- 
inch dagger and stabbed Travis through 
the heart, An officer rushed at Dil- 
lon, but before ho could interfere Dil- 
lon cut Travis again. As the officer 
moved down the street with Dillon 
Travis asked to be raised up, and with 
the life blood bubbling in his throat, 
drew a pistol and taking a steady aim 
at Dillon, shot him in the back, the 
ball entering tho kidneys and leaving 
hiii! in a critical condition. Travis 
then expired. 

EUROPE. 
London, Dec. 30. — The gale which 
destroyed the Tay bridge was the most 
violont ever seen in Scotland since the 
remarkable storm of Juuuary, 1 SGS. 
The streets of Dundee weru covered 
with debris, and were almost deserted 
until the rumour of the demolition of 
the bridge attracted hundreds to the 
shore of tho Tay. Reports from Glas- 
gow, Paisley, Geenock and Edinburgh 
say the storm raged with great vio- 
lence. It is claimed by some that the 
bridge was not demolished by the gale, 
but that one or more of the} back car- 
riages went off the rails, and, coming 
against tho lattice work, tore the struc- 
ture to pieces.

TEE MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 

Election of Mayor and Nomination, of 
Candidates for Councillors. 

Tho nomination of candidatOB for Mayor 
and Councillor took place yesterday at 
the City Hull. The numerous assemblage 
having been called to order the Return- 
ing Officor, Mr. VV. K. Bull, stated tho 
proceedings would commence with the 
nomination of candidates for Mayor. 

Mr. W. McKay said he had great ploa- 
nure in nominating Mr. J. H. Turner. 
He was tried and had an excellent record. 
Ho had lived amongst Victorians for 18 
years and had obtaipod a standing too 
well known to need any comment. Re- 
ferring to tho deed:! of tho 1870 Counc : l 
he (Mr. McKay) waa glad to notico that a 
firm stand had been taken against grant- 
ing any new liquor licenses. He hoped tha 
incoming Council would endeavor lo so- 
curo water tit cheap rates for tho poorer 
classes. 

The nomination was socondod by Mr. 
Alex. Wilson, who said lie thought credit 
was duo Mr. Turner in having riaen from 
tho " yard-stick tu tho civic chair." 

No other candidate being proposed Mr. 
Turner was declared duly elected by ac- 
clamation. Tho announcement was re- 
ceived with apphuwe. 

The nomination of candidates for the 
several wards was then proceeded with. 
YATES S' 'BET W-UtD. 

Mr. C. E. Rod fern nominated Mr. An- 
drew Rome. Seconded by Mr. JoBoph 
Spratt. 

Mr. Simeon Duck nominated Mr. G. 0. 
Walker who had discharged his duties 
faithfully during several terms. Seconded 
by Mr. J . H. Todd. 

Mr. T. S. Bono nominated Mr. Goo. 
Mansell; seconded by Mr. J. H. Todd. 

Mr. J. W. Williams nominated Mr. 
Jno. Boyd, as he deemed it proper that 
there should be some new blood in the 
Council. 

Seconded by Hon. Mr. Bunstor, who 
remarked that ''Boyd and hia blend" 
were sufficient to return hint at the head 
of the poll. 

A show of hands was then taken, result- 
ing in favor of Messrs. Rome, Walker 
and Mansell. 

Mr. J. W. Williams demanded a poll 
Mr. Boyd. 

JOHNSON ST i BET WARD. 

Mr. J. G. Taylor nominated Capt. W. 
R. Clarke. 

Seconded by Mr. J. H. Todd, who stat- 
ed that he believed, if elected, Capt. 
Clarke would act in harmony with the 
mombera of tho present Council, and tlr's 
was much to be desired. 

Mr. Jos. Spratt nominated M-. C. W. 
R. Thomson, a tried man who had proved 
himself of great value to the Council and 
community. 

Mr. Jas. E. McMillan nominated Mr. 
Noah Shakespeare, believing that he had 
a claim on Johnson Street Ward and 
would exert himself in tho future for its 
benefit, us he had in the past. 

Mr.- W. O. Bone nominated Mr. 'Jas. 
B. McMillan, knowing that ho would 
make an excellent Councillor ; f elocted. 

Tho show of hands resulted in favor of 
Capt. Clarke and N. Shakospoaro, A poll 
was was then demanded for Mr. Thomson 
and Mr. McMillan. M 

JAMES HAY WARD. 1 

Mr. R. Jenkinson nominated Mr. A. 
McLean, who had acted with efficiency 
and integrity for tho Ward. Ho trusted 
to seo him elected together with Mr. A. 
J. Smith, believing it necessary that tho 
old representatives should bo again re- 
turned, as they were bettor qualified than 
other candidates to successfully cany to 
completion certain important works which 
had been commenced last year. 

Dr. Helmcken took great pleasuro in 
nominating Mr. A. J. Smith, who had 
proved himself of great scrvico to the 
Ward. He hoped tho Councillors of last 
year would bo" returned and that thoy 
would give the other candidates a thun- 
dering good licking. 

Seconded by Mr. R. Jenkinson. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson nominated Mr. W.D. 
McKillican, who, if elected, would be 
found to have an axe to grind, and that 
axo was tho real interests of his Ward. 
Mr. Wilson spoke at some length against 
tho manner in which tho old Council had 
increased the water ratos, as ho thought 
it oppressed tho poor man. Vacant lots 
in front of which the water mains passed 
should bo taxed for water rates. Then, 
again, look at the sidewalks. Tho other 
day ho mot the Mayor and asked what tho 
Council had done. ' Ho (tho Mayor) said, 
"Why, look at tho sidewalks." 

Mayor Turner — That is utterly false. I 
skid no Htich thing. 

Mr. Wilson— I say you did. 

Mayor Turnor — You know hotter. Toll 
tho truth whilst you are up there. 

Mr. Wilson, continuing, assorted tho 
Council had neglected to obtain control of 



stop-cocks, and maintained that tho City 
Gas Co. had no right to havo one of , its 
members occupying a seat at tho Council 
board. Ho alluded to tho Club and held 
that tho Council had neglected thoir duty 
in not insisting on a liquor and billiard 
table license being paid. A poor man 
keeping ft little bit of a grogshop was 
pouncod upon for his license without con- 
sideration. He concluded by charging 
the Mayor with favorit : >m in cemetei/ 
matters. 

Coun. Walker told Mr. Wilson ho had 
told a good many lies in a very short timo. 

Mr. Wilson — You are welcome to your 
opinion ns to that. 

Mr. D. Spencer nominated Mr. M. 
Humbor and said that ho had not much 
fault (o find with tho last Council and 
thought that if the next Council did as 
well as tho 187!) one tho City would not., 
have much to cehiplaiti of. [A Voice — 
Why oppose tho old Councillors, then (] 

Mr. J. W. Carey seconded the nomina- 
tion and proceeded to give Mayor Turner 
what he tcrmod a top-dressing. 

He was reminded by tho Returning Of- 
ficer thai he was speaking to tho nomi- 
nation of Mr. Hutnbcr and that ho ought 
to confino himself to that question. 

Mr. Caroy — Will you pleaso shut your 
mouth. (Order!) It is vory improper for 
you to intorrupt. I am a taxpayer to tho 
extent of §72.50 per year and am a littlo 
interested in this matter. Mr. Carey 'hen 
proceeded to accuse the Mayor of sanc- 
tioning a bylaw raising the water ratos; 
also, a bylaw to license cows to break 
down sidewalks; also a chimney bylaw, 
an unintentional violation of iho provi 
sions of which would send any person to 
gaol for 14 days. He then entered into 
a vory long review of tho manner in 
which the Council had managed the water 
works and was frequently interrupted by 
cries of "Time! Time!" 

No other candidates came forward and 
tho show of hands resulted in favor of 
Messrs. McLean and Smith. 

A poll was then demanded for Messrs. 
Humbor and McKillicun. 

Mr. Humbor accused tho Returning 
Officer of ncglocting to discharge his duty 
impartially. Ho know well that Mr. Mc- 
Lean had tho smallest instead of the 
largest show of hands. 

Tho Returning Officer said that he had 
taken the show as nearly as possible. It 
was only a matter of form, amyhow. 

VIEWS OF TliE CANDIDATES. 

Mayor Turner then rose to speak. After 
thanking the meeting for tho great honor 
conferred on him ho explained that at 
first he had no intention of offering him- 
self for a second term of oiliee, but had 
consented to do so at tho request of many 
ratepayers on condition that six members 
of the last Counc'l would also offer thorn- 
aelves for re-election. Ho had done so 
because he believed that certain works 
could bo better carried out by members 
of tho old Council than by anyone e'so. 
In saying this ho intended to east no slur 
whatever on now candidates. There was 
another reason why he had come forward 
again and that was because a certain 
Councillor h-ttl told him that he would 
nover live "to occupy that there chair 
again," and that "them Councillors should 
novor occupy them there desks again." 
For some reason tho Councillor in ques- 
tion entertained a vety bitter feeling to- 
wards the old Council; why, ho did not 
know, unless it was that tho Council de- 
clined to allow tho city to bo taxed for a 
swing-bridge at tho foot of Johnson street 
— a work that might possibly be prosecut- 
ed some years hence. Ho then alluded to 
the financial condition of tho city and ex- 
plained the manner in which the revenue 
for 1879 was expended. Ho referred to 
the Finance Committee in oulog-stic terms 
and said that the rare ability of tho chair- 
man had boon of great service to tho city; 
through his care and energy the books of 
tho Corporation had been brought up to 
almost as perfect a state as possible. The I 
system of certificates of indebtedness had I 
emanated from him (Coun. Thomson) and j 
even Councillor Williams was willing to j 
admit that tho system was one of the best 
things over adopted by any Council. He 
(the Mayor) spoko highly of tho Street i 
Committee and their labors and expressed 
his belief that iho purchase of a steam 
ro^or would offect a great saving in mak- 
ing streets. The sum of §27,000 had I 
been oxpended during 1879 on water 
works account, but of this amount §10-, 
000 had boon expended in capital stock- 
in laying down mains and on tho head 
works. So, really, tho cost of running 
the works had only been §17,000. Tho 
revenue for water rates was close upon 
§20,000, which, na compared with §9,000, 
the revenue only throe years ago, was a 
very encouraging showing. This year ho 
hoped it would bo even better and that by 
a judicious extension of mains and possi- 
bly a revision of water ratos the works 
would bo moro than self-supporting. It 
had been asserted that tho water rates 
had alroady boon increased 50 per cent. ; 
but this rats incorrect. In somo instances 
iere had been a slight advance, but tho 
ruling rates were much lowor in thiB city 
than in any other on the American con- 
tinent. He hoped tho timo would come 
when water would be free to all. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson — Do you favor a rate 
on vacant lots paBt which tho mains run? 

The Mayor — I am in favor of a rate for 
the whole city. 

Tho Mayor, continuing, roforrod to tho 
handing over to tho Council of tho ceme- 
tery and said it vras intondod tlr's year to 
improve and ornamont it. Ho was of 
opinion, too, that the Council should ap- 
propriate a small sum every year — say 
$500 — for the ornamentation of Beacon 
Hill Park; at a light cost it might bo 
rendered tho most beautiful park any- 
where. He was of opinion that there 
should be an increase m the number of 
Councillors and in tho event of the Muni- 
cipality Act boing amended next session 
provision for an ineroaso should be intro- 
duced. He briefly referred to tho cow 
license quostion and was prepared to ad- 
mit that the matter was ti very difficult 
one to deal with so as to givo satisfaction 
to all. A statement had roached tho 
Council that there were 100 widowBintho 
city whoso sole moans of subsistence was 
their cows. It was consequently consid- 
ered that it would be very hard to those 
widows to drive their cows out of town or 
bring them under tho provisions of tho 
Pound By-law. Thoy wore thoreforo 
licensed. Tho Mayor thon referred to tho 
creditablo condition of the sidewalks and 
after again thanking the taxpayers for the 
honor conferred on him retired amid 
loud applause. 

Coun. Rome said ha did not think the 
indictment laid against tho Inst Council 
was a vory heavy one. Ho did not intond 
to reply at any length, especially after tho 
able and oloquont speech of His Worship; 
but ho would at once stato that ho was in 
favor of tho Pound By-law being enforc- 
ed. Tho trial of the cow liconsi* schomo 
had not worked satisfactorily and in his 
opinion the city streets should bo for tho 
accommodation of the citizons and not for 
tho pusturago of cows. Ho thought that 
vacant lots past which tho mains run 
should contribute to the waterworks rev- 
enue. He had not at first intondod to 
rui'i for a second term, nor had ho can- 
vassed the ward. If the citizens wished 



to return him together with other mem- 
bers of the old Council he would do his 
best to discharge his duties faithfully 
again. 

Councillor Walker was the next speak - 
or. He alluded to tho water works and 
sireet ropairs, giving his hearera practical 
information of value. Ho concluded by 
stating that he had not canvassed for 
votes; but if he was elected "all right; if 
not, God bleas you all." 

Coun. Mansell said ho had beon accus- 
ed by Mr. Alex. Wilson of having on ax 
to grind and had beon rilled a "second- 
hand" man. (I aughter.) As for tho ax- 
grinding he would stato that, if it meant 
the grading of Richardson stroet, that 
work had cost only $300, instead of §3,- 
000 r i had beon industriously asserted by 
certain partios, amongst them Councillor 
Williams. If Councillor Williams' teams 
had beon employed nobody would have 
overheard of iho w»rk or weald have bocn 
told that there was aueh a stroet in ux ; st- 
encu. Ho (Coun. Mansell) was in favor 
of a revision of tho water ratos with a 
view to placing thorn on a better basis. 
If elected ho would servo the citizens to 
tho best of his ability in the futuro as he 
had in tho past. If they desired hia ser- 
vices again thoy wore 'at their disposal. 

Mr. J. Eoyd spoke of the importance of 
cleansing gutters and taking other stops 
for tho preservation of the puWio health. 
He thought the cleaning out of back 
promises during daytime should bo stop- 
pod. He would favor a hotter acalo of wa- 
ter rates; was opposed to the cow nuisance 
m all its phfies; would support any mea- 
sure to enable tho city to retain that por- 
tion of tho liquor licenso money now hand- 
ed over to tho local Government and 
would oxpond a portion of tho money 
thus gained in putting up gates at Beacon 
Hill Park, ho as to create froo pasturago; 
also, laying down Nicholson pavement in 
thostrtols. Finally, he was ontiroly in 
favor of tho contract system for public 
works. 

Capt. Clarko said ho would make no 
promises, but ;c elected would work for 
the whole city and pauicularly for John- 
son utreot ward. 

Coun. Thomson said ho did not consid- 
er tho present gathering a meeting of rate- 
payers and he, therefore, had but little 
to say. Certain people made it a habit 
to attend nomination day meetings, and 
make all sous of assertions which thoy 
must know are untrue— or ought to know 
are untrue— and when tho proper timo 
came for a candidate ro explain thoso poo- 
plo were absent. ' >no gentleman was, 
however, present who had had tha auda- 
city to state that ho (Mr. Thomson) was 
connected with a Loan and Investment 
Society wh'ch had a la-go amount of money 
invested in real estate, but did not con- 
tribute one cent to tho revenue. He 
would now state that one of his tirat acts 
in tho Council wf to ca'l attention to the 
fact thai the Society's property hud es- 
caped the Assessor's notice, and subse- 
quently tho property was taxud. It had 
also been illogod because ho was connect- 
ed with the City Gas Company that he 
wi:s disqualified and l id no right to a seat 
in the Council. But '.his statement waa 
most absurd. Had not tho G: i Company 
e.:pendeu larje suina of money amongst 
tho ratepayers for many years and helped 
to build up the city I There was one othor 
remark he wanted o make. Ho wanted 
to ask the ratepayers to return Captain 
Olarko aa Irs coadjuter for Johnson street. 
Ho (Coun. Thomson) had not canvassed 
the ward, but if they wantod bin services 
for another year then thoy would voto for 
him. 

Mr. N. Shakespeare spoke at somo 
length on street : >nproveinents. He would 
ash what tho Council had to show for tho 
§17,000 expended in 1879 / Hardly any- 
thing. And the reason was bociuso tho 
work had all been done by day-work. 
Moreover, the Council had ahown partial- 
ity h the distribution of iho work. 

Coun. Walker — That is a falsehood. 
(Voices— It is not; he speaks tho truth!) 

Mr. SlakesDoare said he could prove 
all he said. He had himself ;;one to tha 
Street Committee and complained of thoir 
partiality and In: bad been assured that 
it would bo remedied. But it had not 
been. Ho knew of instances where poor 
men— married men — had gono to, tho 
Council and asked for work and had posi- 
tively beon refused. Ho wan in favor of 
an equalization of the water rato und was 
of opinion that tho sidewalks should be 
taken over by the Corporation, whose 
duty it was to do tho necessary grading. 

Coun. Smith — How much of the §17,- 
000 expended during 1879 was for indebt- 
eonoss of 1873 ! No less than §7000. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. J. H. Todd, a member of the 
Council of 1878, corroborated this state- 
ment and said that ho had pointed out to 
members of tho 1878 Council tho dishon- 
est manner in which they had made up 
their accounts, which were passed over 
his hoad. 

Mr. J. E. MoMillan nett spoke. He 
aUuded very fu'ly to tho manner in which 
the waterworks revenue had been raised 
by several past Councils and quoted copi- 
ously from the local Acts to show that ho 
doubted tho validity of the manner. He 
also referred to the sidewalk pol'cy cur- 
ried out by tho 1879 Council. 

Coun. McLean said he had not in any 
way pressed himself on tho ratepayers. Ho 
had served James Bay Ward for one term 
and was willing to do so for another term. 
If thoy returned him he would do his 
beat for them in tho futuro as ho had en- 
deavored to do for them in tho past. 

Coun. Smith spoko in almost similar 
language and gave some interesting facts 
concerningtho city survey. 

The last to speak were Messrs. McKil- 
lica.n and Humbor, both of whom promis- 
fd to serve the city well and faithfully 
should tho ratepayers entrust them with 
their confidence. 

The meeting thon dissolved. 

Tu "2 Public Schools. — In consequence 
of tho deop snow tho attendance wns nil 
until yesterday. Sinco the great storm 
the establishments, although opon cvory 
day, and tho teachers on hand, have not 
been in working order- — no pupils appear- 
ing.' Yesterday seven pupils — three of 
whom represented one family— wore 
thawed out, and made thoir appearance. 
They wero cordially welcomed by six 
teachers. It is unreasonable for any ono 
to expect parents to send their children 
through three feet of snow to school. 

Not Nominated. — Mr. T. N. Irineswaa 
not nominatod for the Council. Ho says 
that he entrusted the matter to a suppos- 
ed friend who "went back on" him; and, 
very much to hia disgust, he finds him- 
self out of tho race. He is naturally in- 
dignant, t- * ho says he had secured pledges 
sufficient to put him at the head of tho 
poll in Yates street.

Christ mi n festival will, weather per- 
mitting, tako place at tho Sunday School- 
house on Wednesday, tho 14th inst. The 
children arc requeatod to attend at 4:30 
p.m. and their parents and friends at 7.

THE C0S.T) WAVE. 

A Sudden Tiaw* iJDsatsttotlba of 
1 Bui" iin*s. 

At bedtimo Sunday P'ght tho snow will 
falling heavily with wind from the noi;h- 
east. °xU2i o'clock yesterday morning, 
when three-inches of fresh anow had been 
piled on top of tho former fall, the wind 
veered to tho southeast and when day 
dawned the drip!, drip! drip! from the 
eaves sounded like the sweetest of music 
on the ears of the belea^, ued and snowed- 
under inhabitants. A welco no thaw had 
set in and before nightfall yesterday the 
air was soft and balmy, considerable r?'u 
had fallpn and at least a third of the snow- 
had disappeared. As there is no rose 
wnhout a thorn so there can bo no public 
blessing that docs not briii" mis f orturo to 
some. Tho .thaw imparted aa increased 
weight to tlio snow and in tho forenoon 
th:oo buildings succumbed. About 5i 
o'clock Mr. Brain well of the British Co- 
lumbia Iron Works, whilo asleep in iho 
upper story of his premises, wan aroused 
by iho ominous cracking of the roof. Bo 
se'zed hia cloth'ng und darted down the 
stairs and into the street, standing not on 
the order of his going, but foing at once. 
His toilet waa performed in the street 
while up to his knees in anow. In twenty 
minutes after tho first creak the roof gave 
way arid falling on the second door de- 
scended with that to the ground, destroy- 
ing machinery; engines and patterns— the 
latter an almost irreparable loss. The 
smash was most complete and Mr. Bram- 
well is a sufferer to tho tune of §3,i 
At 10 o'clock tho carpenter's shop of Mr. 
R. Jones, on Government street, near 
Pandora, aftor sovoral premonitory warn- 
ings, cavod in. Most of the tools had 
boon removed and the damage will not 
exc *ed §400. About 11 o'clock Mr. Clias. 
Ball's wheelwright establishment on John- 
son street fell with a loud crash. Olio of 
tho chimnios and a forgo wero carried 
down. A man known as "Scotty" was 
caught in the wreck and badly pinched; 
but escaped serious injury. Mr. Ball's 
tools and two or threo waggons wero 
buried. Several buggies wero removed 
boforo the roof fell. The loss is at least 
§1,000. Tho building in its fall crushed 
down the promises at the rear of Draut's 
store and demolished an expensive bnko- 
oven which had beon erected only a few 
months. 

Fro.m San Francisco.— Tho steamship 
Empire, Capt. McAllop, arrived here at 
half-past 7 o'clock on Sunday morning, 
having on board 94 tons of freight and 4 
passengers for thia city and 17 tons and 1 
passenger for Nanaimo.

City of Chestor bound south. The Em- 
pire sailed hence 'for Nanaimo yesterday 
morning. Names of passengers and con- 
signees will bo found under tho usual 
headings. 

San Francisco Wheat and Flour Ex- 
torts. — During the first half of tho har- 
vest yoar 1879-80 7,041,055 centals of 
wheat, valued at §13,380,8(55 were ex- 
ported from San Francisco, against 0,549,- 
290 centals, valued at §11,248,707 for the 
same timo in 1878 ; 0,380,309 centals, 
valued at §12,119,141, went to Great Bri- 
tain. In tho same time 234,382 barrels of 
Hour, valued at §1,230,000, were export- 
ed, against 254,202 barrels, valued at 
§1,300,975 in the corresponding period of 
1878. Tho combined oxports of wheat 
and flour for the six months ending Dec- 
ember 31st were 7,744,201 centals, boing 
equivalent to 387,210 short tons.

A BYLAW 

7'o Amend Bylaw No. l,fnr the. Protect nm 
of the City against Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend the Bylaw " For the Protec- 
tion of tho City against Fire," dated tho 
third day of October, 1862; 

Be ittiihrkfore knacti:d by the Mayor 
and Corporation of tho City of Victoria aa 
follows:— 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of the said Bylaw 
are hereby repealed. 

2. The walls of all chimnics shall not 
bo los3 than four (4) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
all joints being well flushed. 

3. All fluessballbeipargettedthrougliout; j 
the coating shall not be less than three- | 
eighths of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chimneys shall be I 
flat-jointed with strong lime mortar im- 
mediately after tho erection thereof. 

5. No joists, bond timbor, or wood of 
any kind shall be allowed to enter or rest 
upon the brick work of any chimney. 

G. The tops of all chimneys shall bo at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it 
shall be lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil to ordor the samo to bo taken down, 
nnd it shall bo the duty of tho person 
owning tho said chimney or occupying the 
houBc or premises whereon the same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
throe days after he shall have beon order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction beforo tho Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of tho Peaco fur the said 
City, forfeit, at tho discretion of tho Po- 
lico Magistrate or Justice of tho Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
825 for each .offence, together, with the 
costs of prosecution, and in. default of 
payment of any such fine, togothor with 
costs of prosecution, it shall be lawful for 
the Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy tho amount 
of fine and costs by distress and sale of 
the offender's goods and chattels, and in 
case no sufficient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall be found, i 
it shall bo lawful for tho Police Magis- 
fcrato or Justice of the Peaco as aforesaid 
to commit the offender to tho Common J 
Gaol for any period not exceoding ono 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall bo road and con- 
strued with tho Bylaw horeinbefore men- 
tioned and roferred to as ono Bylaw, and 
may bo cited for all purposes as " The 
Bylaw to Amend tho Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of the City against Fire."
